fWATEB TVOHKS. 


The construction, of jwater works, ant 


other contemplated improvements and 
advantages will cost a good deal of mon- 
ey, and although wo may postpone the 
day of payment, it will surely come, ant 
with it greatly increased taxation. 


It is to be hoped that the expenditure* 


so to bo made will bear all the fruit th< 
most sanguine expect therefrom. Man> 
who favor thorn have doubted the expedi 
eucy of entering thoreon in tho presen 
depressed condition ol trade and labor 
b;u tho majority have seemingly deoreet 
utlienvise, and wo, ns their reprosenta 
fives, will of course respect their opin- 
ions an .1 wishes.
